But she writes that she’s do- 
ing better and doesn’t expect her face to be severe- 
ly scarred. 

Pamela is also teaching classes in spelling, sci- 
ence and current events to other inmates at Bed- 
ford Hills, and she writes that the letters she re- 
ceives “from all over the U.S. ... helps to ease my 
pain in some way.” 

If you thought prison walls would be enough to 
keep Pam and her supporters apart, think again. 
You can reach out and touch even convicted mur- 
derers in cyberspace. 

Welcome to the Pamela Smart Homepage, which 
bills itself as the only site on the Internet dedicated 
to information about Pamela Smart. A Union Lead- 
er search found that to be the case.
